Will Ask $10 Million in Vol¬ 
untary Contributions. 

The Canadian Red Cross will 
make a national appeal* for $10, 
000,000 in voluntary contributions 
throughout Canada starting on 
February 28th. 

In previous appeals the people 
of Canada have more than sup¬ 
ported the cause and the gener¬ 
ous response of the Canadian 
people in the last appeal showed 
their openheartedness and under¬ 
standing. of the Red Cross (work. 

The Red Cross is an internat¬ 
ional organization and under the 
Conventions of Geneva, is re¬ 
quired to obtain its support by 
voluntary subscriptions to pre¬ 
serve its rights, privileges and 
immunities guaranteed under In¬ 
ternational Law. 

The national appeal in March 
was planned with the fullest co¬ 
operation of the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment to avoid disruption of 
plans of the National War Fin¬ 
ance Committee. And too, the 
American Red Cross is making 
its appeal during the same 
month, making it a continent¬ 
wide campaign. 

The largest work facing the 
Red Cross during the current 
year is supplying food parcels for 
Canadian, British and empire pris¬ 
oners of war in Europe and the 
Far East. The Society now has 
five packing plants in Canada, 
with a weekly production of 100, 
000 parcels. Of this amount the 
Canadian Red Cross donates 30, 
000 weekly for prisoners in Eur¬ 
ope, the remainder being paid for 
by the British and Australian 
Red Cross Societies. Provisions 
have also been made for food, 
drugs and other supplies for Can¬ 
adian prisoners in the Ear East. 
These two objectives alone will 
require $6,500,000 during 1944. 

The work of the Canadian Red 
Cross has never Ibeen greater, 
and the need has never been 
greater. This year, it is hoped, 
will be victory year, but the iwork 
of the Red Cross does not end 
with the cessation of hostilities 
.... it continues wherever there 
is human suffering.

A critical examination of conj- 
munity conditions which foster de¬ 
linquency and the spread of venereal 
disease was urged as a part ordinary 
citizens could play in the campaign 
to rid Canada of syphilis and gonorr¬ 
hoea. 

“Delinquency and disease are but 
symptoms of community neglect, the! 
Health League of Canada said. Not I 
only should unsavory community I 
conditions be attacked, but whole-1 
some activities should be offered in 1 
their place,” the League said. 

At the epochal first national j 
venereal disease control conference! 
in Ottawa, it was emphasized that! 
at best wholesome recreation had to j 
compete with unwholesome pastimes 
for the attention of young people. 

“The war on venereal disease must 
begin in the home',” the Health 
League declared. 

“There must be a strengthening of 
family life and greater acceptance of 
responsibility by parents. Parents 
must do more than teach youth by 
precept and example. They must give 
children much more of their time 
than has been the practice of many 
! homes. Moreover, there must he an 
acceptance of communal responsibil¬ 
ity. 

“The community as a whole must 
give much more attention than in 
the past to the needs and rights of 
young people for wholesome condi¬ 
tions, and for recreation “in the right 
place and at the right time.” 

The League cited the warning by 
Brigadier J. C. Meakins, R.C.A.M.C., 
at the Ottawa conference, that a 
dull, boring Sunday had a tendency 
to drive young people into unwhole¬ 
some activities. A 


Royal Astronomer 

He Knew What Would Happen If The 
Job Was Better Paid 

James Bradley, who discovered the 
aberration of light and the “nodding” 
of the earth’s axis, was appointed 
Astronomer Royal in 1742, in succes¬ 
sion of the famous Halley. 

One day Queen Wilhelmina visited 
the observatory at Greenwich where 
Bradley conducted his work. She 
graciously chatted with the astron¬ 
omer for an hour, and noticing the 
frayed condition of his clothing, she 
tactfully inquired as to the adequacy 
of his income.

Help To Develop 
Western Farms 


OTTAWA. — John R. MacNicol j 
(P.C., Toronto Davenport) said in the] 
House of Commons that eastern Can¬ 
ada must rally to support of the west, 
in assisting the development of irri¬ 
gation and power projects to make 
possible 30,000 additional prairie i 
farm homes. 

Projects he proposed for prairie ] 
betterment might cost $100,000,000, j 
he said, but the money would be well j 
spent for the benefit of Canada as j 
a whole as well as of the west. ! 

Last summer Mr. MacNicol j 
travelled some 8,000 miles in the i 
west examining 'possible irrigation 
projects, river flow and power sites. ] 

“I am convinced the west has not j 
had a square deal, and as an eastern j 
member it is my duty to raise my ] 
voice in an attempt to see that it 
does get a square deal,” he said. He 
spoke in continued- debate on the 
throne speech. 

Mr. MacNicol said the failure of 
prairie farmers due to drouth had 
meant the ruination of much busi¬ 
ness in Canada. Eastern Canadians 
especially had not been fair to that 
country. 

Southern Alberta rivers should be 
harnessed. Under treaty regulations 
with the United States, into whose 
territory the rivers flow, it was im¬ 
plied that if one country did not 
attempt to conserve the waters the 
other could have them. Water was 
allowed to run away on the Canadian 
side, and unless action were taken 
it would be lost. The United States 
had built reservoirs south of the 
border. 

South of the South Saskatchewan 
river, 500,000 acres instead of 200,- 
000, could be irrigated if water were 
available. There should be irrigation 
up to Medicine Hat and an irrigation 
canal should be completed to that 
point. 

West of Saskatoon, north of Cabri, 
Sask., and on to Tramping' Lake, 
2,000,000 acres could be put under 
irrigation. If 3,000,000 acres in the 
west were irrigated it would mean 
30,000 farmers producing with an 
average of 100 acres to a farm. There 
could be industries in the west if 
power were available. There could 
be a 125,000-horsepower project at 
Fort a la Come, Sask.; 186,000 
horsepower at Riverhurst; and about 
75,000 near’ Saskatchewan Landing.
